G.S.R. 600.—In exercise of the powers conferred bv 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Stenographer (Jrade I in. the

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be culled tho Department of Company Affairs, (Stenographer 
Grade I) Recruitment Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of tho said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to 
(4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to tho said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax—Whero the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules With respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect icscrvations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided lor the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
Scrvicemen and other special categories of persons m accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

G.S.K. 607.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Central Government Health Scheme, Delhi (Auxiliary

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage witTi 
a person having a spouse living; or 

fb) who having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment (o the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
lhaL such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable lo such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

3. Power lo relax—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that if is necessary or expendienl so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be lecordcd in writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of tho provisions ol these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes. Scheduled Tribes. Ex- 
Servicemen and other special categories of persons in accoi- 
dancc with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

Mixed Masala Powders Grading and Marking Rules, 1993 


G.S.R. 608.—The following draft of the Mixeji Masala 
Powders Grading and Marking Rules, which the Central 
Government proposes to make, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural produce (Grading 
and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937), is hereby published for 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft rules shall be taken 
into consideration after the expiry of forty-five days from 
the date on which copies of the Official Gazelle containing 
this notification arc made available to the public ; 


Anv person desiring to make anv suggestions or objections 
in resnect of the said draft rules may forward the same for 
consideration of the Central Government, within the said 
period of forty-five days to the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India, Directorate of Market¬ 
ing and Inspection. Head Office. Central Government Offices 
New Building, Neiphbourbood-4 Faridnbnd, (Haryana) 
121001, who shall forward the same to the Cenlral Govern¬ 
ment for consideration. 


DRAFTS RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Mixed Masala Powders Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1993. 

f2) They shall apply To mixed masala powders prepared 
in India.

pylene or high density polyethylene or containers In the 
form of bottles, iars. cans or pouches made of laminated 
extrusioned^metallised/multilayer food grade plastic mate¬ 
rials. 

(2) The containers shall be free from insect infestation, 
f uncU s contamination, deleterious substances and any un¬ 
desirable or obnoxious smell. 

(3) Each package shall be securely closed in the manner 
suggested by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time 
to time. 

(4) Soil able number of consumer packs containing graded 
material of the same grade designation and from the sam 
lot/batch may be packed in master containers such as 
wooden/cardboard cases. 

7. Method of marking—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to or clearly and indelibly printed

(3) The Authorised packer may, with prior approval of 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised 
lay him in this regard, affix his private trade mark or trade 
brand on the graded packages : 

Provided that the private trade mark or trade brand 
does not indicato different quality other than that 
indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to 
the package. 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of authori¬ 
sation.'—In addition to the general conditions specified in 
sub rule (8) of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988, the following shall be the additional conditions 
for grant of Certificate of Authorisation for granting and 
marking of mix masala powders, namely :— 

(1) The Authorised packer shall either set up his own 

laboratory with all necessary apparatus and chemi¬ 
cals, manned by a qualified chemist approved by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised in this regard for testing the quality of 
'spices and condiments and also the qualify of 
mix masala powder or have access to the State 
grading laboratory or private commercial laboratory 
approved for the purpose. 

(2) The premises for processing, blending, grinding and 

packing shall be maintained in perfect hygienic and 
sanitory conditions and the personnel engaged in 
these operations shall be in sound health and free 
from any contagious disease, 

(3) The authorised packer shall maintain proper record 

of spices and condiments used in preparing each 
lot/batch of mix masala powders and shall submit 
the periodical returns ill the proforma suggesled by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser pertaining to 
the grading work to the Directorate of Markeling 
and Inspection, Government of India.
